Selectmen’s  Report. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Dighton  : — 

The  population  as  determined  by  the  decennial  census 
of  1905  is  2070  of  which  number  1094  are  males  and  976 
are  females,  a  gain  of  273  as  compared  with  1895.  Fami¬ 
lies  528.  Chapter  42,  Section  2  of  the  Revised  Laws  re¬ 
quires  every  town  of  live  hundred  families  to  maintain  a 
high  school  but  a  town  is  not  required  to  maintain  such  a 
school  if  they  provide  adequate  instruction  and  transpor¬ 
tation  elsewhere,  Under  these  conditions  no  reimburse¬ 
ment  can  be  made  bv  the  state  for  tuition.  The  tax  rate 
is  $12.60  on  $1,000,  a  reduction  of  twenty  cents.  Exer¬ 
cise  tax  is  $942.79  an  increase  of  $25.86.  Street  railway 
tax  is  $632.38,  a  reduction  of  $522,55,  Fish  privileges 
sold  for  $30.00,  a  reduction  of  $20.  The  street  railway 
tax  is  assessed  on  the  value  of  the  stock  and  anything  that 
depreciates  its  value,  reduces  the  municipal  income  there¬ 
from 


During  the  year  the  carrying  of  express  and  freight 
has  been  petitioned  for  by  the  Old  Colony  street  railway 
company  and  at  the  hearing  it  was  generally  advocated 
by  those  present, there  was  no  objection  and  we  granted 
the  petition.  The  sum  alloted  by  the  Massachusetts 
Highway  Commission  reported  in  our  last  report  to  build 
the  Th  ree  Mile  river  bridge  and  the  street  as  far  as  Rose’s 
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corner  will  be  available  this  year,  complications  unavoid¬ 
able  causing  the  delay  last  year.  We  were  assured  by 
them  at  a  recent  meeting  that  they  would  add  a  generous 
sum  to  the  allotment  of  last  year  being  enough  to  build 
the  bridge  and  the  street  south  to  Mr.  (  handlers  resi¬ 
dence  or  possibly  to  Center  street.

In  the  building*  of  bridges  over  streams  like  three

Mile  river  the  state  requires  or  asks  the  municipalities  to 
help  in  the  outlay.  In  this  case  the  state  will  pay  #3,000 
and  asks  of  Taunton  and  Dighton  #2,000.  We  have  done 
our  best  to  interest  them  in  the  Broad  Cove  section  but 
they  deem  it  for  the  best  interests  of  all  that  the  north 
section  be  built  first. 

The  State  High  wav  commission  have  very  kindly

surveyed  from  the  Taunton  line  Spring  street  to  Lincoln 
avenue;  Lincoln  avenue  to  Tremont  street  and  Tremont 
street  to  Somerset  avenue — a  distance  of  one  mile  and  400 
feet  and  have  submitted  an  estimate  of  what  il  will  cost  to 
give  it  the  usual  coat  of  macadam  and  make  it  a  first- 
class  street.  Their  estimate  is  $5,000.  Should  the  town 
order  the  work,  their  engineers  will  supervise  construc¬ 
tion.  There  is  a  feeling  in  the  south  part  of  the  town 
that  Main  street  west  from  the  river  to  Elm  street 
should  be  macadamed.  Over  this  street  large  quantities 
of  freight  is  moved  daily  and  the  condition  is  very 
poor.  The  Arnold  Hoffman  company  are  increasing 
their  business,  paying  a  large  tax  and  we  feel  that  all  such 
enterprises  should  be  encouraged.  Certainly  we  ought  to 
give  them  good  roads  over  which  to  haul  their  freight. 
We  would  equally  recommend  such  action  by  the  town  to 
the  Mount  Hope  Finishing  Co.  at  No.  Dighton.  Were  all 
our  roads  macadamed,  five  hundred  dollars  a  year  would 
be  ample  to  keep  them  in  repair,  a  saving  per  year  of 
#2500  and  give  roads  where  we  could  haul  two  tons, 
where  we  now  haul  one. 
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"Die  Southern  Mass.  Telephone  company  have  asked 
for  the  extension  of  its  lines  on  additional  streets  which 
has  been  been  granted.  The  company  giving  continuous 
service  to  subscribers. 


An  accident  occurred  on  Pleasant  street  near  Dighton 
Rock  Park  to  an  automobile  which  ran  into  a  hole  where 
the  street  railway  had  recently  taken  up  a  water  pipe. 
Claim  has  been  made  on  the  town  for  damages  but  the 
street  railway  has  decided  to  take  care  of  the  matter 
which  is  now  being  settled. 

We  are  disbursing  state  aid  to  fifteen  beneficaries. 
Nathaniel  M.  Babbitt  and  George  A.  Shore  have  died — 
Monthly  payment  range  from  $56  to  $66.  One  of  the 
abutments  of  Berkley  became  weakened  by 

the  foundation  slipping  our  into  the  river.  The  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  County  Commissioners  were  called  to  the  situa¬ 
tion  and  after  a  view  of  the  premises  the  original  contrac¬ 
tor  has  apparently  repaired  the  break  and  driven  some 
piles  to  protect  it  from  the  ice. 


The  city  of  Taunton  was  granted  one  year  by  the 
state  board  of  health  which  expires  next  June  to  commence 
work  for  the  disposal  of  its  sewerage  and  take  it  out  of 
Taunton  river.  They  stated  that  the  condition  of  the 
river  would  not  permit  a  longer  delay.  The  towns  and 
citizens  should  make  a  vigorous  protest  against  any  de¬ 
lay.  The  Railroad  Co.  have  made  a  suitable  opening  for 
boats  and  water  at  their  Broad  Ccve  bridge.  All  the 
town’s  bounds  have  been  visited  and  one  was  found  broken 
on  Cedar  street  and  the  one  in  the  Lewis  swamp  had  fallen 
and  was  covered  up.  In  the  near  future  it  is  probable 
that  we  shall  have  to  fight  the  Gypsy  and  Brown  tail 
moths.  The  law  requires  their  destruction  by  property 
owners.  The  Gypsy  moth  winters  in  oval  yellow  egg 
clusters  on  trees,  sometimes  on  houses,  walls,  fences,  etc. 
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Remedy,  soak  the  egg  cluster  with  creosote  mixture  ap¬ 
plied  with  a  brush.  Don't  scrape  off  egg  clusters.  The 
Brown  tail  moths  winter  in  caterpillar  colonies,  in  webs 
spun  upon  dry  leaves  at  the  tips  of  twigs  of  fruit  and  shade 
trees.  Remedy,  cut  and  burn  taking  care  that  none  are 
left  on  ti  e  ground.  During  the  fall,  winter  and  early 
spring  these  insects  are  dormant  and  can  be  easily  found 
and  destroyed.

Probably  some  explanation  ought  to  be  made  concern¬ 
ing  the  cost  of  supporting  the  poor  for  1905.  Most  of  the 
claims  against  the  state  and  municipalities  and  some  of 
this  years  claims  have  been  settled  making  our  receipts 
from  this  source  very  much  larger  than  usual  or  can  be 
next  year.  We  have  collected  $215.00  from  Mr.  Daniel 
M.  Lee  for  aid  rendered  his  children.  If  we  take  the 
$62.59  the  cash  paid  the  treasurer  and  the  balance  in  the 
hands  of  the  Supt.  of  the  town  farm,  the  burial  of  the 
state  pauper  13.50,  Taunton  payment  for  Miss  Goff  $38.10, 
making  $114.19  to  which  add  this  year’s  claims  $105.56 
will  equal  $219.75,  which  taken  from  amount  paid  out  by 
our  treasurer  $1430.74,  leaves  $1210.91  about  the  actual 
cost  for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  1905.

I  pon  a  petition  signed  by  citizens  of  Broad  Cove  vil¬ 
lage  a  system  of  delivery  by  team  has  been  established  to 
and  from  Broad  Cove,  with  stop  at  Dighton  once  in  two 
weeks.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  J.  Chester  Talbot 
and  Mrs.  (Dorge  Briggs  in  caring  for  books  as  a  delivery 
station,  this  feature  has  been  most  successful.  There 
ought  to  be  another  station  for  delivery  at  Dighton  near 
the  Lower  Four  Corners,  but  as  we  have  funds  to  pay  for 
transportation  only,  this  work  must  be  done  by  someone 
who  will  care  for  and  be  responsible  for  tin*  books  without 
pay  except  for  the  good  if  will  do. 
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With  a  small  increase  in  appropriation  this  system 
could  be  inaugurated  to  include  West  Dighton,  Brick 
Church  Neighborhood  and  North  Dighton,  if  some  respon¬ 
sible  party  would  volunteer  to  receive  and  deliver  the 
hooks  once  in  two  weeks.  There  is  a  balance  in  hands  of 
Town  Treasurer,  also  in  Trustees  hand,  Dec.  60,  1905, 
which  will  be  expended  before  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.

We  wish  to  repeat  and  to  emphasize  the  fact 
that  more  room  must  be  provided  to  accommodate  the  in¬ 
crease  in  patronage  and  also  in  number  of  volumes.  The 
present  library  room  is  inadequate,  poorly  planned  and 
lighted.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Bight  on  : 

I  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  superintendent 
of  schools.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  work  of 
the  schools  has  never  before  been  more  harmonious  and 
effective  than  during  this  present  year.  We  have  not 
been  able  to  avoid  the  usual  number  of  changes  in  the 
teaching  force,  but  in  every  case  of  necessary  change  we 
have  endeavored  to  maintain  the  standard  of  quality,  at 
least,  and  to  raise  it  whenever  possible.  Especial  effort 
has  been  made  to  create  a  wholesome  school  spirit,  and  I 
think  I  may  say  that  the  children  have  never  been  more 
interested  in  their  school  work  or  more  anxious  to  do  well 
than  under  our  present  corps  of  teachers.  To  them,  in¬ 
cluding  the  supervisor  of  drawing  and  music,  the  larger 
share  of  credit  is  due  for  whatever  there  may  be  in  the 
present  condition  that  is  a  matter  for  congratulation.  A 
somewhat  increased  interest  on  the  part  of  the  parents  is  a 
source  of  strength  to  the  schools,  and  the  partial  introduc¬ 
tion  of  new  and  better  text  books  has  greatly  improved  the 
school  equipment.  The  school  surroundings  are  improv¬ 
ing.  The  recent  kalsomining  has  brightened  and  cleansed 
the  walls  and  ceilings,  and  nearly  every  school  is  consider¬ 
ing  ways  and  means  of  decorating  the  school  room  and 
beautifying  the  school  grounds. 

Nevertheless,  with  all  these  evidences  of  growth  and 
improvement  there  is  yet  much  to  be  done.  There  are 
some  problems  that  confront  us.  There  are,  some  hind- 
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ranees  to  be  overcome.  There  are  needs  to  be  met.  There 
are  defects  to  be  remedied.  The  limits  of  this  report  pre¬ 
vent  the  discussion  of  all  subjects  that  are  worthy  of  con¬ 
sideration,  but  there  are  some  that  must  have  attention. 


LOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES. 


The  inci  eased  appropriation  for  books  and  supplies 
enabled  us  to  supply,  in  part,  the  needed  new  books.  The 
Southworth  and  Stone  arithmetics  were  introduced  into 
grade  III  in  the  North,  South,  and  Broad  Cove  schools, 
and  grades  VII,  VIII,  and  IX  in  all  schools  ;  the  Tarr  and 
McMurry  geographies  into  grades  IV,  V,  AT,  VIII,  and 
IX  in  all  schools,  and  grade  ATI  in  the  North  and  South 
schools;  Mace's  History  of  the  United  States  into  grade 
ATI  in  the  North,  and  grade  ATII  in  the  South,  schools  ; 
the  Woodley-Carpenter  series  of  language  and  grammar 
into  grade  ATI  in  all  schools;  Krohn’s  Graded  Lessons 
in  Hygiene  into  grades  VIII  and  IX  in  all  schools  ;  and 
Aiton’s  Descriptive  Speller  into  grades  III — IX  in  the 
North  Intermediate,  Brick,  Broad  Cove,  Fish,  Flat  Hock, 
Segreganset  and  AVilliams  schools. 


The  plan  is  not  to  make  sweeping  changes,  but  as  the 
old  books  wear  out  to  replace  them  by  new  and  more  re¬ 
cent  publications  that  our  text-books  may  be  in  accord 
with  modern  and  progressive  methods.  To  carry  out  this 
plan,  will  require  for  next  fall  a  sufficient  number  of  books 
to  replace  the  old,  worn-out  books  and  to  provide  such  as 
are  needed  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  introduction.  We 
were  not  able  to  supply  a  sufficient  number  of  books  in 
physiology  to  replace  the  worn  out  copies  so  that  some 
classes  this  year  are  without  text-books  in  that  subject. 
These  must  be  supplied.  AVe  desire  also  to  purchase 
spelling  books  for  the  III,  VII,  VIII,  and  IX  grades  in 
the  North,  and  for  grades  III — IX  in  the  South,  schools. 
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Reference  books,  dictionaries,  maps,  civics  text-books  and 
supplementary  reading  are  still  needed  to  carry  out  present 
and  future  plans  of  work.  I  urge  a  liberal  appropriation 
until  the  schools  are  well  equipped  with  books  and  other 
necessary  appliances.  The  actual  expenditure  for  each 
pupil  during  the  past  year  has  been  about  eight-tenths  of  a 
cent  per  day.  Not  a  large  amount.  One  cent  per  day 
for  each  pupil  would  be  ample. 


TEACHER,  SCHOOL,  AND  PARENT. 


A  cordial  and  co-operative  relation  between  the 
teacher  and  the  parent  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the 
school  and  to  the  individual  child.  No  teacher  can  exert 
her  personal  influence  in  the  highest  degree  unless  she 
knows  the  home  life  of  her  pupils  and  understands  the 
conditions  of  their  environment.  No  parent  can  intelli¬ 
gently  co-operate  with  the  teacher,  unless  he  knows  the 
aim  and  operation  of  the  school.  The  parent  should  visit 
the  school.  The  teacher  should  visit  the  home.  Both 
should  meet  socially  with  the  children.  Special  days 
when  parents  are  invited  to  inspect  the  regular  work  of 
the  school  are  profitable.  1  believe  that  our  teachers  are 
doing  something  to  secure  parental  co-operation.  Some 
visit  the  home.  Some  invite  the  parents.  Of  especial  in¬ 
terest  is  the  ‘‘Parent’s  Evening,’*  a  new  departure  this  year. 
Many  of  the  fathers  cannot  visit  the  school  during  the 
day.  A  plan  has  been  devised  and  carried  out  success¬ 
fully  in  the  North  and  South  schools  whereby  a  school 
session  was  held  in  the  evening  as  nearly  as  possible  like  a 
day  session.  The  fathers  and  mothers  were  invited. 
Many  came— some  who  had  never  visited  their  children  in 
school  before.  They  “didn’t  know  it  was  so  interesting.” 
After  an  hour  of  school  work  the  time  was  spent  in  a  so¬ 
cial  way.  Light  refreshments  were  served,  school  work  in 
drawing  and  language  was  examined  and  teachers  and 
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parents  conferred  concerning  the  work  of  the  school  and 
progress  of  the  children.  I  should  like  to  urge  the  parents 
to  respond  heartily  to  all  efforts  of  the  teachers  to  become 
better  acquainted  and  to  all  their  efforts  for  the  welfare  of 
the  children  as  individuals  and  the  school  as  a  whole. 


PARAGRAPHS. 


Teachers’  meetings  are  held  as  often  as  can  be  con¬ 
veniently  arranged. 

Most  of  the  teachers  attended  the  meeting  of  the 
Bristol  County  Teachers’  Association.  The  program  was 
of  unusual  excellence. 

Some  interesting  facts  appear  from  the  statistics. 
These  may  be  compared  with  the  tables  printed  last  year. 

The  superintendent  would  be  glad  to  have  parents 
and  others  call  at  his  office  for  information  or  conference 
about  school  matters.  He  is  usually  at  home  on  Fridays. 

The  attendance  for  the  last  school  year  gained  in 
average  per  cent  from  88.8  to  92.6.  Ail  unusually  good 
showing.  The  monthly  attendance  bulletin  has  been  a 
large  factor  in  improving  the  attendance  and  punctuality. 

The  subject  of  reading  has  had  especial  attention.  A 
general  plan  or  outline  of  the  work,  the  result  of  continued 
observation  and  discussion,  has  been  prepared  and  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  teachers.  The  aim  has  been  to  reach 
in  a  practical  way  the  weak  points  of  our  teaching  and 
strengthen  them  all  along  the  line  from  the  lowest  grade 
to  the  highest.  Language  and  grammar  are  now  the  sub¬ 
jects  of  especial  study  and  observation. 

The  exhibition  of  drawing  and  the  musical  entertain¬ 
ment  at  the  close  of  school  in  June  were  very  creditable 
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to  the  teachers  and  pupils.  The  work  in  music  showed 
especial  improvement.  The  supervisor  has  been  untiring 
in  her  efforts  and  her  work  has  been  effective. 

The  joint  meeting  of  the  teachers  of  the  district  was 
held  in  Berkley,  Febuary  17,  1905.  The  meeting  was  of 
unusual  interest.  The  speakers  were :  Walter  Sargent, 
Agent  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  Promotion 
of  Industrial  Drawing;  Clarence  F.  Boyden,  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schools  in  Taunton,  and  F.  A.  Bliss,  Chairman 
of  the  School  Committee  of  Rehoboth.  Among  the  special 
features  were  the  exhibit  of  pupils’  written  work  b}r  the 
teachers,  the  special  exhibit  of  drawing  by  Miss  Jennie 
P.  Holmes,  Supervisor  of  the  Drawing  and  Music  in  Swan¬ 
sea,  Somerset,  Freetown  and  Dighton,  the  singing  by- 
pupils  of  the  Assonet  Grammar  School  of  Freetown,  and 
the  hospitality  of  the  Congregational  Society  of  Berkley. 

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PROBLEM. 

/ 

•  I 

This  question  has  become  of  a  serious  and  important 
nature.  There  are  now  thirty  pupils  attending  the  high 
schools  in  Taunton  and  Fall  River.  The  recent  census 
enumeration  disclosed  the  fact  that  the  town  has  five  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty-eight  families.  This  fact  entirely  changes 
the  conditions  relating  to  the  high  school  education  of  our 
boys  and  girls.  These  are,  briefly,  as  follows  : 

The  town  will  no  longer  be  reimbursed  by  the  state 
for  one-ha'lf  of  all  amounts  expended  for  high  school  tuition 
under  the  provisions  of  section  three  of  chapter  forty-two 
as  amended  by  chapter  four  hundred  thirty-three,  Acts  of 
of  1902.  The  section  reads,  in  part :  “A  town  whose 
valuation  exceeds  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol¬ 
lars,  but  whose  number  of  families  is  less  than  five  hun¬ 
dred,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  treasury  of  the 
commonwealth  half  of  all  necessary  amounts  which  have 
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been  actually  expended  for  high  school  tuition  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section.”  Dighton  is  no  longer  in  this 
class. 

Section  two  of  chapter  forty-two  reads  as  follows  : 
“Every  city  and  every  town  containing,  according  to  the 
latest  census,  state  or  national,  five  hundred  families  or 
householders,  shall,  and  any  other  town  may,  maintain 
a  high  school,  adequately  equipped,  which  shall  be%  kept 
by  a  principal  and  such  assistants  as  may  be  needed, 
of  competent  ability  and  good  morals,  who  shall  give 
instruction  in  such  subjects  designated  in  the  preced¬ 
ing  section  as  the  school  committee  consider  expedient 
to  be  taught  in  the  high  school,  and  in  such  addi¬ 
tional  subjects  as  may  be  required  for  the  general  purpose 
of  training  and  culture,  as  well  as  for  the  purpose  of  pre¬ 
paring  pupils  for  admission  to  state  normal  schools,  techni¬ 
cal  schools  and  colleges.  One  or  more  courses  of  study, 
at  least  four  years  in  length,  shall  be  maintained  in  each 
such  high  school  and  it  shall  be  kept  open  for  the  benefit 
of  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  or  town  for  at  least  forty 
weeks,  exclusive  of  vacations,  in  each  year.  A  town  may 
cause  instruction  to  be  given  in  a  portion  only  of  the 
foregoing  requirements  if  it  makes  adequate  provision  for 
instruction  in  the  others  in  the  high  school  of  another  city 
or  town.” 

This  makes  the  maintenance  of  a  high  school  in  a 
town  of  five  hundred  families,  or  over,  imperative. 

Section  six  of  chapter  forty-one  reads  as  follows: 
“No  such  apportionment  and  distribution  [of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  School  Fund]  shall  be  made  to  a  town  which  has 
not  maintained  a  school  as  required  by  section  one  of  chap¬ 
ter  forty-two;  or  which,  if  containing  the  number  of  fami¬ 
lies  or  householders  required  by  section  two  of  said 
chapter,  lias  not  maintained,  for  at  least  thirty-six  weeks 
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during  the  year,  exclusive  of  vacations*  a  high  school  such 
as  is  mentioned  therein.” 

• 

Under  chapter  one  hundred  seven,  Acts  of  1904,  the 
law  says  :  “  No  town  shall  receive  any  part  of  the  income 
of  the  Massachusetts  School  Fund  unless  it  shall  have 
complied,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
with  all  laws  relating  to  the  public  schools.” 

Secretary  George  H.  Martin  of  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  says  :  “  The  failure  to  maintain  a  high  school  by  a 
town  having  more  than  five  hundred  families  would 
render  the  town  liable  to  forfeiture  of  its  share  in  the 
income  of  the  school  fund.”  This  throws  an  unwel. 
come  burden  upon  the  town.  Assuming  that  there  will  be 
thirty  pupils  in  the  high  school  for  the  school  year  1906-7, 
the  cost  may  be  approximately  reckoned  as  follows  : 


Tuition  11,520 

Transportation  (if  paid  by  the  town)  620 

Loss  of  share  in  income  of  school  fund  (est.)  1,000 


Total  $3,140 


In  other  words,  it  would  cost  $2,140  for  the  high 
school  expenses  and  require  an  increased  appropriation  for 
the  local  schools  to  cover  the  loss  of  the  state  aid  of  about 
$1,000. 

In  regard  to  the  transportation  of  school  children, 
chapter  twenty-five,  section  fifteen,  Revised  Laws,  provides 
that  a  town  may  at  legal  meetings  appropriate  money 
For  conveying  pupils  to  and  from  the  public  schools,  or, 
if  it  maintains  no  high  schools  or  public  schools  of  cor¬ 
responding  grade  but  affords  high  school  instruction  by 
sending  pupils  to  other  towns,  for  the  necessary  transporta¬ 
tion  expenses  of  such  pupils,  the  same  to  be  expended  by 
the  school  committee  in  its  discretion.” 
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I  find  from  a  comparative  study  of  towns  of  about 
2,000  inhabitants  that  maintain  their  own  high  schools  that 
the  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  ranges  from  thirty  to 
seventy-five  ;  the  number  of  teachers  from  one  to  four  ; 
the  school  year  from  thirty-six  to  forty  weeks  ;  the  salary 
of  the  principal  from  eight  hundred  to  fifteen  hundred 
dollars;  and  the  salary  of  assistants  from  four  hundred  to 
six  hundred  dollars. 

The  relative  advantages  of  outside  and  local  high 
school  instruction  may  be  briefly  stated  as  follows:  The 
outside  high  school  furnishes, — a  wider  range  of  choice, 
better  facilities  for  instruction  in  most  subjects,  older, 
more  experienced,  and,  generally,  better  teachers,  better 
opportunities  for  college  preparation,  the  stimulus  of  large 
classes,  and  instruction  by  specialists.  The  arguments 
for  the  local  high  school  center  mainly  around  these 
points, —  little  or  no  expense  of  transportation,  the 
loss  of  time  and  vitality  where  pupils  have  to  travel 
long  distances,  the  influences  of  the  car  do  not  al¬ 
ways  make  for  health,  refinement  and  modesty,  more 
pupils  will  attend  the  home  school  (about  two-thirds  as 
many  more  is  the  average  in  the  state),  there  is  more 
opportunity  for  individual  attention  and  instruction,  and 
the  local  school  is  of  value  to  the  community.  For  a  more 
extended  discussion  of  the  subject,  the  reader  is  referred 
to  the  Sixty-eighth  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
Appendix  C,  the  report  of  J.  W.  McDonald,  agent  of  the 
Board.  The  limits  of  this  report  do  not  admit  full  con¬ 
sideration. 

In  case  the  town  should  decide  to  establish  a  high 
school,  the  question  of  housing  it  would  be  the  chief 
problem  for  solution.  Probably  some  make-shift  arrange¬ 
ments  could  be  made  for  a  few  years  but  there  would 
ultimately  be  a  demand  for  a  high  school  building.  It- 
would  hardly  be  advisable  to  withdraw  those  pupils  now 
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attending  outside  high  schools  so  that  immediate  require¬ 
ments  for  accommodation  would  not  be  large.  It  is  not 
certain  that  there  will  be  any  pupils  to  enter  the  first  year 
of  high  school  work  in  September. 

As  a  matter  of  future  policy,  the  question  is  of  par¬ 
amount  importance.  Whatever  is  done  should  be  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  town  with  a  broad  view  of  the 
whole  situation.  In  this  connection,  therefore  I  wish  to 
consider,  briefly,  the  interests  of  the  rural  schools. 

CONSOLIDATION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

One  of  my  chief  regrets  in  connection  with  the  work 
in  this  town  is  the  fact  that  we  cannot  give  all  the  children 
equal  opportunities  for  education.  Try  as  we  may,  we 
cannot  make  the  rural  schools  of  equal  value  with  our 
graded  schools.  We  can  give  them  the  same  books  and 
school  equipment,  and  we  can  furnish  them  with  equally 
good  courses  of  study,  but  we  cannot  give  them  trained 
teachers,  nor  can  we  awaken  the  interest  and  obtain  the 
quality  of  work  that  is  possible  with  larger  classes  and 
longer  periods  for  recitation.  The  rural  school  has  its  ad¬ 
vantages  and  while  we  have  them  we  must  make  the  best 
possible  use  of  them.  There  are  pupils  now,  however,  in 
the  rural  schools  who  are  capable  of  making  use  of  far 
larger  opportunities  than  are  now  afforded  them.  I  believe 
that  our  schools  should  furnish  means  for  the  development 
of  the  best  that  is  in  our  children.  I,  therefore,  recom¬ 
mend  that  parents  who  have  children  in  the  rural  schools 
above  the  fifth  grade  reflect  upon  the  matter  carefully,  and, 
if  they  desire  better  facilities  for  the  education  of  their 
children,  that  they  consider  what  may  be  done  to  give 
them  the  advantages  of  our  grammar  schools  or  their 

O  l  y 
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The  actual  cost  per  pupil  in  the  rural  schools  ranges 
from  twenty-five  to  forty  dollars  approximately,  while  the 
cost  in  the  graded  schools  is  from  eighteen  to  twenty-eight 
dollars  per  pupil.  The  average  cost  for  each  pupil  in  the 
town  exclusive  of  high  school  pupils  is  twenty-three  dol¬ 
lars  and  forty  cents.  The  rural  school  pupil  is  getting 
much  more  than  the  average  money  expenditure,  but  he  is 
not  receiving  the  benefit  that  the  graded  school  pupil 
receives  at  a  much  reduced  average  cost.  It  would  seem 
to  be,  therefore,  both  economy  and  utility  to  consolidate 
the  rural  schools.  There  is  little  question  of  the  value  of 
centralization.  The  economy  is  doubtful.  The  decreased 
cost  of  fewer  schools  is  balanced  by  the  expense  of  tran¬ 
sportation  in  most  communities.  The  question  of  transporta¬ 
tion  is  one  of  difficulty.  It  can  be  done  properly  in  no 
make-shift  manner.  Proper  vehicles,  safe  horses  and  com¬ 
petent  drivers  are  absolutely  necessary.  Satisfactory  con¬ 
ditions  obtaining,  the  advantages  of  rural  school  consolida¬ 
tion  may  be  briefly  stated  as  follows  : 

1.  Decreases  cost,  or  gives  better  schools  for  same 

cost. 

2.  Requires  fewer  teachers. 

3.  Requires  fewer  grades  to  a  teacher. 

4.  Permits  better  equipment. 

5.  Allows  longer  periods  for  recitations. 

6.  Conduces  to  better  health. 

7.  Conduces  to  better  morals. 

8.  Awakens  healthy  rivalry  because  of  larger  class*  s. 

9.  Improves  attendance  and  punctuality. 

10.  Tends  to  keep  children  in  school  longer. 

11.  Insures  better  care  and  oversight  of  pupils  on  the 
way  to  and  from  school. 
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Consolidation  is  progressing  all  over  the  country. 
The  greatest  hindrance  is  in  the  unwillingness  of  the 
people  to  give  up  the  local  school, — their  school.  But  the 
movement  is  in  line  with  present  day  progress.  The  rural 
community  has,  or  will  have,  the  telephone  and  the  post- 
office  at  every  door.  Farmers  transport  their  produce  long 
distances  for  a  better  market.  Why  not  keep  the  schools 
in  the  line  of  progress  ?  If  consolidation  is  the  thing,  let  us 
think  about  it,  plan  for  it,  and  do  it.  If  the  rural  school 
unit  is  the  best  for  the  rural  community,  let  us  make  it 
better  than  it  now  is,  that  the  opportunities  of  education 
may  he  within  the  reach  of  every  young  American  citizen- 

But  when  all  is  said  and  done,  the  question  reverts  to 
the  people  themselves.  Certainly,  consolidation  is  never 
wise,  unless  the  people  desire  it,  and  it  should  never  be 
forced  upon  any  community.  This  seemed  to  be  an  op¬ 
portune  time  to  present  the  subject  as  a  matter  for  con¬ 
sideration  in  the  future.  It  would  seem  that  in  case  a  high 
school  were  established  a  very  good  plan  would  be  to  build 
a  high  school  building  at  Segreganset  which  would  accom¬ 
modate  the  high  school,  the  public  library,  and  the  grades 
below  the  high  school  for  that  vicinity  and  such  as  might 
be  brought  in  from  other  parts  of  the  town.  It  might  be 
some  time  before  such  a  plan  could  be  realized,  but  I  ven¬ 
ture  the  prophecy  that,  if  Dighton  remains  a  growing 
town,  some  such  solution  of  the  school  question  will  be 
imperative. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  recognize  the 
usual  courtesies  according  to  custom,  and  to  express  the 
wish  that  the  piesent  spirit  of  harmony  and  progress  may 
continually  prevail.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  members  of  the  School 


Committee  : 


DRAWING. 

The  value  of  Industrial  Drawing  as  a  factor  in  the 
education  of  a  child  has  long  been  felt  and  recognized.  It 
opens  the  door  to  a  realm  of  expression  hitherto  unused 
and  gives  the  child  another  language.  He  is  taught  to 
read,  and  to  express  his  ideas  in  writing  with  some  degree 
of  proficiency.  Why  should  he  not  be  equally  well  in¬ 
structed  to  convey  his  impressions  of  objects,  either  real  or 
imaginary,  to  others,  by  means  of  his  pencil,  pen  or  brush. 
This  would  necessitate  simply  a  clearer  understanding  of 
the  object  in  regard  to  form,  shape  and  size,  and  the  train, 
ing  of  the  eye  to  make  a  thorough  survey,  that  the  im¬ 
pressions  on  the  brain  may  be  accurate. 

Our  aim  should  be  to  gradually  lead  the  child  to  see 
correctly.  The  primary  child  takes  pleasure  in  showing 
you  a  picture  of  his  new  toy.  It  may  be  very  crude  but  it 
has  a  meaning  for  him. 

Here  is  our  first  opportunity  to  teach  him  to  image 
more  clearly  those  ideas  which  he  would  convey  to  others- 
Where  this  is  accomplished  by  means  of  illustrations, obser" 
vation  and  sketches,  his  second  attempt  is  much  more 
truthful. 
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So  step  by  step  we  should  endeavor  to  train  the  child 
to  a  certain  degree  of  attention  and  accuracy,  which  is 
most  needed  throughout  his  life  work. 

Our  schools  are  doing  much  in  the  way  of  industrial 
drawing  to  train  these  two  faculties.  The  equipment  is 
good  and  the  co-operation  of  teachers  and  pupils  is  very 
commendable.  Much  credit  is  due  the  faithful  regular 
teacher  for  her  untiring  efforts  in  this  direction. 

MUSIC. 

The  music  during  the  past  term  has  shown  consider¬ 
able  progress.  The  tones  are  fuller  and  rounder,  and  have 
some  degree  of  sweetness.  The  interest  in  excellent  work 
is  growing  and  I  earnestly  hope  that  before  many  years 
have  elapsed  the  district  school  will  make  as  much 
progress  as  the  city  schools. 

Music  is  really  a  fourth  means  of  expression,  but  it 
reaches  deep,  far  below  the  surface  and  finds  the  soul.  It 
is  tallying  in  rhythm  and  harmony.  It  should  refine  all 
those  under  its  power  and  its  influence  should  be  felt  not 
alone  in  the  school,  but  in  the  whole  community  at  large. 

We  do  not  pretend  to  train  artists  in  this  line,  but  we 
do  wish  to  reach  every  child,  that  there  may  be  no  stone 
left  unturned  in  aiding  him  to  become  a  good  citizen— a 
good,  well  developed,  broad-minded  being  that  has  music 
in  his  soul. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  those  in  any  way  connected  with 
me  in  this  work,  teachers,  pupils,  superintendent,  commit- 
mittee,  parents,  friends,  for  their  efficient  work  and  hearty 
co-operation.

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Report  of  the  Truant  Officer. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Dighton  : — 

I  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  as  truant  officer 
for  the  town  of  Digliton.  The  object  of  my  report  is  to 
present  to  you  the  number  of  cases  investigated  by  me  in  the 
different  schools,  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  30,  1905.  I  have  in¬ 
vestigated  forty-four  cases  in  all.  South  Primary  two  cases, 
South  Intermediate  thirteen  cases,  South  Grammar  seven  cases, 
North  Primary  fifteen  cases,  North  Intermediate  three  cases, 
North  Grammar  two  cases,  Broad  Cove  school  three  cases.  Of 
the  twenty-two  cases  reported  from  the  South  schools  I  found 
five  were  absent  from  sickness,  while  the  remaining  number 
were  absent,  some  from  lack  of  clothing,  some  helping  with 
work  at  home,  two  cases  where  they  were  caring  for  a  sick 
mother,  also  caring  for  younger  children,  etc. 

In  the  North  schools  of  the  twenty  cases  investigated  1 
found  five  remained  at  home  from  sickness,  while  the  other 
fifteen  were  kept  at  home  to  assist  with  the  house-work,  care 
for  smaller  children,  to  run  errands,  and  on  account  of  cold 
weather.  The  two  cases  from  the  Broad  Cove  school  were 
kept  at  home  to  care  for  the  baby.  I  found  but  one  case  of 
truancy  among  the  number.  Last  year  the  number  of  cases 
reported  was  but  twenty-three.  While  the  year  ending  Dec.  30, 
1905, there  were  forty-four.  I  think  the  increase  in  the  number 
was  due  partially  to  the  extreme  cold  weather  of  the  winter. 


annual  report. 
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The  father  of  one  boy  was  taken  before  the  court  for  fail¬ 
ing  to  provide  suitable  clothing  for  the  boy,  to  enable  him  to 
attend  school.  I  find  the  causes  for  absence  the  same  as  last 

year,  the  parents  are  more  at  fault  than  the  children.

3.  Any  pupil  not  in  his  seat  at  the  stroke  of  the  last  bell 
shall  be  considered  tardy. 

4.  Excuses  for  tardiness  may  be  granted  at  the  discretion 
of  the  teacher. 

5.  Any  pupil  having  been  absent  shall  be  required  to 
bring  a  written  excuse  from  parent  or  guardian,  stating  the 
reason  for  the  absence.  In  case  the  written  excuse  is  not 
brought  the  absence  will  stand  unexcused. 

6.  All  absences  excused  must  be  so  recorded  in  the  reg¬ 
ister. 

7.  When  a  pupil  is  apparently  absent  without  sufficient 
cause,  the  teacher  shall  notify  the  truant  officer  promptly. 
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8.  When  a  pupil  has  been  absent  without  sufficient  cause 
for  more  than  five  day  sessions  or  ten  half-day  sessions  within 
any  period  of  six  months,  the  teacher  shall  notify  the  super¬ 
intendent  to  that  effect.  The  superintendent  shall  then  send 
to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  said  pupil  the  following  notice 
and  notify  the  truant  officer  to  that  effect. 

DIGHTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 


According  to  the  school  register  your  child - 

has  been  absent  within  the - months  preceding  this  date 

- half  days  without  a  legal  excuse. 

The  law  requires  that  every  child  between  7  and  14  years 
of  age  shall  attend  school  every  day  the  school  is  in  session 
unless  excused  by  the  authority  of  the  school  committee. 

The  committee  have  voted  to  grant  excuses  through  the 
superintendent  and  teachers  for  the  following  causes  alone  : 
The  child’s  sickness  or  physical  disability,  death  in  the  family 
or  other  extreme  emergency,  contagious  disease  or  quarantine, 
attendance  at  school  elsewhere. 

Children  will  not  be  excused  for  such  causes  as  the  fol¬ 
lowing  :  Lack  of  clothing,  helping  at  home,  caring  for  smaller 
children,  running  errands,  visiting,  and  the  like. 

The  penalty  for  more  than  five  whole  days  or  ten  half 
days  of  unexcused  absence  in  any  period  of  six  months,  is  a 
fine  not  to  exceed  $ 20.00. 

When  your  child  is  absent  for  any  of  the  foregoing  suf¬ 
ficient  reasons,  an  excuse  will  be  granted  by  the  teacher  or 
superintendent  on  application  in  writing,  stating  the  reason. 
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If  [he  absence  in  violation  of  law  is  continued  after  this 
notice,  such  action  will  be  taken  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure 
the  regular  attendance  of  your  child. 

By  order  of  the  School  Committee, 
- Superintendent  of  Schools. 

If  the  pupil  shall  continue  to  be  absent  without  suf¬ 
ficient  cause,  the  teacher  shall  notify  the  truant  officer,  who 
shall  then  proceed  to  take  such  measures  as  the  law  directs  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  the  delinquent  pupil. 

1).  Pupils  under  live  years  of  age  will  not  be  admitted  at 
any  time  except  by  special  permission  from  the  superintendent. 

10.  Pupils  may  enter  school  for  the  first  time  only  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fall  and  spring  terms  in  the  North  and 
South  Primary  schools. 


SCHOOL 


SESSIONS  AND  RECESSES. 


1.  School  sessions  shall  be  from  9  to  P2  in  the  forenoon 
and  from  1  to  3.30  in  the  afternoon. 

2.  Pupils  in  the  first  grade  may  be  dismissed  fifteen 
minutes  before  the  close  of  the  session. 

3.  Fifteen  minutes  in  the  forenoon  and  ten  minutes  in 
the  afternoon  may  be  used  for  recesses  and  physical  culture. 
Pupils  of  grades  I-III  in  the  schools  of  mixed  grades  may 
have  ten  minutes  additional. 

Note.  In  special  cases  the  superintendent  may  authorize 
a  deviation  from  the  above  rules. 

4.  The  door  shall  be  opened  fifteen  minutes  before  the 
beginning  of  the  school  session. 
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5.  The  bell  shall  be  rung  hve  minutes  before  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  school  session,  and  the  pupils  shall  at  once  enter 
the  school  room  and  take  their  seats  ready  for  work.  The 
last  bell  promptly  on  time  is  the  signal  for  the  school  exercises 
to  begin. 


TEACHERS. 

1.  Days  lost  on  account  of  storm  or  for  any  reason  for 
which  the  teacher  is  not  responsible  shall  not  be  made  up  ex¬ 
cept  by  special  order  of  the  committee,  and  the  teacher  shall 
receive  full  pay  therefor. 

2.  Days  lost  on  account  of  the  illness  or  other  necessary 
absence  of  the  teacher  shall  not  be  made  up  and  the  teacher 
shall  not  receive  pay  therefor,  except  by  special  order  of  the 
committee. 

3.  The  superintendent  may  employ  temporary  substitutes 
whenever  the  regular  teachers  are  absent. 

^  < 

4.  The  pay  of  substitutes  shall  be  the  same  as  the  pay 

of  the  regular  teacher. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  teachers  to  have  personal 
supervision  over  the  children  while  on  or  about  the  school 
grounds  and  to  see  that  they  go  directly  home  from  school. 
Teachers  and  parents  share  the  authority  and  responsibility 
for  the  care  of  pupils  on  the  way  to  and  from  school. 

(>.  Pupils  may  remain  in  the  school  house  to  eat  their 
dinners  as  long  as  they  conduct  themselves  properly.  Teachers 
should  look  after  such  pupils  as  much  as  possible. 

7.  The  teachers  should  be  at  the  school  room  not  less 
than  fifteen  minutes  before  the  beginning  of  the  school  session. 
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DUTIES  OF  JANITORS. 

] .  They  shall  have  charge  of  the  buildings,  premises, 
and  all  pertaining  thereto,  keep  them  in  good  order,  and  re¬ 
port  any  need  of  repairs  to  the  proper  committee. 

2.  They  shall  sweep  all  floors  at  least  twice  each  week, 
and  oftener  if  necessary  to  keep  them  clean,  and  keep  all  sur¬ 
faces  where  dust  collects,  including  the  crayon  trays,  free  from 
dust. 

3.  They  shall  clean  the  ink  wells  at  least  once  a  term. 

4.  They  shall  exercise  care  and  economy  in  the  use  of 

fuel. 

5.  They  shall  regulate  the  fires  so  that  the  rooms  may 
be  kept  at  an  even  temperature, — not  below  65  deg.,  nor  above 
70  deg. 

6.  They  shall  bring  fresh  water  at  least  twice  a  day. 

7.  They  shall  keep  the  yards, walks  and  out-houses  clean 
and  in  good  order. 

8.  They  shall  be  at  all  times  courteous  and  obliging  and 
ready  to  comply  with  any  reasonable  request  of  the  teachers 
or  school  officials,  and  to  perform  any  minor  duties  that  may 
properly  come  within  the  scope  of  their  work. 

0.  They  shall  see  that  the  flag  is  displayed  on  every 
pleasant  school  day,  and  that  it  is  properly  cared  for. 
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TRUANT  OFFICER. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  truant  officer  to  in¬ 
vestigate  fully  each  case  of  truancy  and  to  take  such  action  as 
the  circumstances  warrant  and  the  law  directs. 

2.  Fie  shall  exert  all  possible  influence  with  parents  and 
guardians  to  secure  the  regular  attendance  of  their  children. 

8.  He  shall  pre'sent  an  annual  report  of  his  doings  to 
the  school  committee  on  the  81st  day  of  December  of  each 
year,  giving  the  date,  name  of  truant,  cause  of  truancy,  and 
the  action  taken  in  each  case. 


Extracts  from  School  Laws. 


ATTENDANCE. 

*■ 

(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  44.) 

By  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty,  acts  of  l£)05,  sec¬ 
tion  one  of  chapter  forty-four  is  amended  to  read,  in  part,  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  Every  child  between  seven  and  fourteen 
years  of  age,  and  every  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  who 
cannot  read  at  sight  and  write  legibly  simple  sentences  in  the 
English  language,  shall  attend  some  public  day  school  in  the 
city  or  town  in  which  he  resides  during  the  entire  time  the 
public  day  schools  are  in  session*  *  *. 

The  attendance  of  a  child  shall  not  be  required  :  (a)  “  if 
attending  a  private  day  school  approved  by  the  school  com¬ 
mittee,”  or  is  being  “otherwise  instructed  *  *  *  in  the 
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branches  of  learning  required  by  law”;  ( b )  “  if  he  has  already 
acquired  such  branches  of  learning  ”;  (c)  “  if  his  physical  or 
mental  condition  is  such  as  to  render  such  attendance  inex¬ 
pedient.” 

“  Every  person  having  under  his  control  a  child  as  de¬ 
scribed  in  this  section  shall  cause  him  to  attend  school  as  herein 
required ;  and  if  he  fails  for  five  day  sessions  or  ten  half¬ 
day  sessions  within  any  period  of  six  months  *  *  *  to  cause 
the  child  to  attend  school  he  shall  *  *  *  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars.” 

TRUANCY. 

(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  46.) 

From  /Section  3.  “  A  child  between  seven  and  fourteen 

years  of  age  who  wilfully  and  habitually  absents  himself 
from  school  *  *  #  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  habitual  truant, 
and  *  *  *  may,  if  a  boy,  be  committed  to  a  county  truant 
school  *  *  *  and,  if  a  girl,  to  the  state  industrial  school  for 
o’irls  *  * 

From  Section  4.  “  A  child  between  seven  and  sixteen 

years  of  age  who  may  be  found  wandering  about  in  the  streets 
or  public  places  *  *  *,  having  no  lawful  occupation,  habitually 
not  attending  school,  and  growing  up  in  idleness  and  ignor¬ 
ance,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  habitual  absentee,”  and  is 
liable  to  commitment  as  in  section  three. 

From  Section  5.  “  A  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age 

who  persistently  violates  the  reasonable  regulations  of  the 
school  which  he  attends,  or  otherwise  persistently  misbehaves 
therein,  so  as  to  render  himself  a  fit  subject  for  exclusion 
therefrom,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  habitual  school  offender,” 
and  be  liable  to  commitment  as  in  section  three. 
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CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  75.) 

From,  Section  51.  “  The  board  of  health  *  *  *  shall  give 

immediate  information  to  the  school  committee  of  all  conta¬ 
gious  diseases  *  *  *  reported  to  them.” 

(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  44.) 

Section  6.  “A  child  who  has  not  been  vaccinated  shall 
not  be  admitted  to  a  public  school  except  upon  presentation 
of  a  certificate  signed  by  a  regular  practising  physician  that 
he  is  not  a  fit  subject  for  vaccination.  A  child  who  is  a 
member  of  a  household  in  which  a  person. is  ill  with  smallpox, 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  measles,  or  of  a  household  exposed 
to  such  contagion  from  another  household  as  aforesaid,  shall 
not  attend  any  public  school  during  such  illness  or  until  the 
teacher  of  the  school  has  been  furnished  with  a  certificate 
from  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town,  or  from  the  at¬ 
tending.  physician  of  such  person  stating  that,  in  a  case  of 
smallpox, diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  at  least  two  weeks,  and  in 
a  case  of  measles,  at  least  three  days,  have  elapsed  since  re¬ 
covery,  removal  or  death  of  such  person,  and  that  danger  of 
conveying  such  disease  by  such  child  has  passed.” 

EMPLOYMENT. 

(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  106.) 

By  chapter  two  hundred  sixty-seven,  Acts  of  1905,  sec¬ 
tion  twenty-eight  of  chapter  one  hundred  six  is  amended  so  as 
to  read,  in  part,  as  follows  : 

Section  28.  No  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years 
and  no  child  who  is  over  fourteen  and  under  sixteen  years  of 
age  who  does  not  have  a  certificate  as  required  *  *  *  certifying 
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to  the  child’s  ability  to  read  at  sight  and  to  write  legibly 
simple  sentences  in  the  English  language  shall  be  employed 
in  any  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile  establishment  *  *  *. 

2.  No  certificate  (age  and  schooling)  *  *  *  shall  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  any  person  for  a  minor  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years  who  intends  to  be  employed  in  a  factory,  workshop  or 
mercantile  establishment,  unless  such  person  is  satisfied  that 
such  minor  is  able  to  read  at  sight  and  to  write  legibly  simple 
sentences  in  the  English  language. 

From  Section  29.  “No  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age 
shall  be  employed  in  a  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile  estab¬ 
lishment  unless  his  employer  procures  and  keep  on  file  *  *  * 
an  age  and  schooling  certificate  *  # 

From  Section  30.  “  An  age  and  schooling  certificate 

shall  be  approved  only  by  the  superintendent,  or  by  a  person 
authorized  by  him  in  writing  *  * 

From  Section  32.  “  The  age  and  schooling  certificate  of 

a  minor  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  not  be  approved  and 
signed  until  he  presents  to  the  person  who  is  authorized  to 
approve  and  sign  it  an  employment  ticket  duly  filled  out  and 
signed  *  *  *” 

Children  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  of  age  who 
apply  for  an  age  and  schooling  certificate  must  bring  an  em¬ 
ployment  ticket  properly  filled  out  by  their  intending  em¬ 
ployer  and  be  accompanied  by  parent,  guardian  or  custodian. 
Employment  ticket  blanks  may  be  procured  from  the  super¬ 
intendent.
